“Spring,”’ as the Chinese say, 
‘wears a mother-in-law’s face.” 
But the spring-time meeting be- 
tween the two heads of govern- 
ment of the two great Eriglish- 
speaking powers, will likely be 
quite frank. They are old friends, 
the Messers Macmillan and Ei- 
senhower. They will not hesitate 
to talk freely and frankly. 

So, the springtime meeting in 
Bermuda is both seasonally and 
symbolically a happy one for the 
Western allies.

The impression was that Russia 
had made Col. Nasser and his 
army a really formidable mili- 
tary power. The debacle in the 
desert,:and the quick, four-day 
victory of the Israeli troops, de- 
stroyed this myth. The young of- 
ficers, who were plotting with 
Egyptian and Soviet agents to 
overturn their own govern- 
ments, are not now so confident. 
The sheiks, shahs and kings no 
longer tremble before Egypt. 

The United States already has 
resumed aid to Israel and still 
withholds assistance to Egypt. 
The Russians will hardly be as 
willing to trust Col. Nasser to 
bring off a war in the Middle 
East. Events now have made a 
turn. Whereas the moral weight 
for a time was against Israel, it 
now strongly is on her side. It 
is Egypt which has defied the 
U.N. agreement.

Succession Amendment 


[Is Not Without Danger 


A proposed constitutional amendment 
being readied by the administration would 
seek to clarify the vague, unimplemented 
provision now dealing with any presiden- 
tial inability to perform the duties of 
his office. Mr. Eisenhower reportedly is 
interested in such a bill although it has 
nothing whatever to do with his present 
physical condition. 

The constitutional provision is con- 
tained in Article II, Section 1, Para- 
graph 6, as follows: 

“In case of the removal of the Presi- 
dent from office, or of his death, resigna- 
tion or inability to discharge the powers 


and duties of the said office, the same. 


shall devolve on the vice president, and 
the Congress may by law provide for the 
care of, removal, death, resignation or in- 
ability, both of the President and vice 
president, declaring what officer shall 
then act as president, and such officer 
shall act accordingly until the disability 
be moved or a President shall be elected,” 

We urge a go-slow approach. 

At first sight such an amendment 
seems necessary and easy of attainment. 
But it is not. Who is to say when the 
President is not able to carry on? Dur- 
ing Woodrow Wilson’s illness, for exam- 
ple, a committee headed by intense po- 
litical foes bent on proving him to be 
“crazy,” forced their way into his bed- 
room. They did so with the excuse the 
Mexican problem demanded a conference 
and decision. 

This coarse and arrogant intrusion was 
headed by then Sen. Albert Fall, later 
secretary of the interior under Harding. 
This same Fall later went to prison as a 
felon, convicted of complicity in trying 
to steal the oil reserves of his country.

All Democracies Suffer 
Loss of Magsaysay 


All countries which maintain a repre- 
sentative Democratic form of government 
have suffered a very real loss in the death 
of Ramon Magsaysay, president of the 
Philippine Republic. 

This is particularly true in the United 
States, whose true friend he was. But it 
is no less a blow to all those who support 
freedom. 

The death of President Magsaysay in 
an airplane crash, which also took the lives 
of several of his associates in the govern- 
ment of the new Republic, may well have 
been due to enemy sabotage, The Philip- 
pines were a stable island in the stormy 
sea of Asian uncertainty and instability. 
Indonesia presently offers a contrast. Un- 


der him, Communist guerilla bands had 
been eliminated and their followers large- 
ly returned to an orderly life within the 
non-Communist political organization of 
the country. 

The Philippine Republic consistently 
had rebuffed all Soviet. attempts to seduce 
it away from friendship and alliance with 
the United States. Under Magsaysay, the 
economy steadily was improving and all 
things testified to the success of his 
policies. 

Our great hope, in the sorrow of his 
passing, is that his example and ideals 
have inspired enougl® of his people to 
prevent any abandonment of them. There 
is a close tie of history, brotherhood, 
friendship and destiny between the people 
of the Philippines and those of our own 
country. The people of the United States 
now join those of the Philippines in sym- 
pathy and hope.

Pentagon Advises Brass 


How To Handle Press 


The newsman checks his hearing to see 
if he can believe sounds emanating from 
the Pentagon early this month. 

“If you have the answers, give them 
freely,” a U.S. Defense Department 
pamphlet directs. “Give the newsmen the 
facts.” 

Entitled “Public Information Point- 

rs,” the guidance statement goes on, “If 
you can’t give the reporters the answers, 
tell them so and if possible, why. Don’t 
evade or indulge in doubletalk. ‘ 

“Don’t try to tell a newspaperman 
what’s news and what isn’t. 

“Remember that while it might appear 
to you that the interviewers are being un- 
necessarily harsh or inquisitive, they are 
merely doing their job. Often such ques- 
tioning is addressed solely to help bring 
out the facts.” 

The directive ends with a “Remem- 
ber finally:” 

“That the Department of Defense has 
an affirmative obligation to keep the pub- 
lic informed as to its activities. 

“That it is the department’s policy to 
make the maximum information possible 
available. 

That access to Re Seo should only 
be restricted where such restriction is re- 
quired, as reflected by Department of De- 
fense directives.” 

“Public Information Pointers” is with- 
out a doubt one of the best publications 
that ever came from a government office. 

Here is official recognition ef the pub-« 
lic’s right to know. 

It is a doctrine that should reach frorm 
the White House to the most humble jus- 
tice of peace court in the land,

Attack on Federal Reserve 
Could Reinforce Inflation 


Inflation is hardly a new issue in American history. 


Inflation 


of the currency supply runs through the history of most countries 


and from very early times. 

When the king wanted more 
money, he often clipped the coins; 
if his subjects did the same thing 
it. was called counterfeiting and 
the king sometimes clipped his 
subjects’ ears. 

Almost everywhere, the infla- 
tidnists have carried the day in 
the end. For one thing, the debtors 
who seem to profit from inflation 
tend to outnumber creditors. For 
another, governments themselves 
tend to outspend their revenues, 
which in effect puts them in the 
debtor class. 

The long string of victories for 
inflation has been made easier, of 
course, by the complexity of the 
money mechanism, Relatively ‘few 
people have ever understood it. 
Nor have they understood the 
other side of the question, that it 
steals from the people who save 
and in the ehd is destructive to 
all economic activity because a 
depreciating currency destroys the 
capital that is the economic base 
for even a Communist country. 

Even fewer have understood that 
a politician who says he is ‘“‘fight- 
ing inflation’’ does not necessarily 
mean what he seems to be saying; 
or that the complexity of the mon- 
ey issue can delude even the 
statesman into believing he is 
“fighting inflation’’ when in truth 
he is spurring it on, 

One might well wonder there- 
fore about the current complaints 


continuing the drive for an ever- 
increasing supply of money, and 
the ever-shrinking value of the 
doliar,, which usually has accom- 
panied it. 

And there is: the question which 
inevitably evolves: Destroy or 
curb the central banking system 
and what do you substitute for it? 

The current calls for investiga- 
tion of the U.S. money mechanism 
are coming from both parties, 
from people in government and in 
business. It seems plain—unless 
the people beware—that the inves- 
tigation runs the risk of providing 
a springboard from which will 
come only another victory for the 
inflationists.

I wonder how many times during the course of 
a single day most of us complain about something 
or someone. I’m sure that we complain more fre- . 
quently than we suppose. At almost any time and with only the slightest 


provocation we can find something to gripe about. It is an ancient 


human practice. 

In Old Testament times there 
was a good deal of bewailing about 
persons and situations, only then 
it was referred to as ‘‘murmur- 
ing.’’ We read of those times when 
God’s chosen people murmured 
about this lack of guidance or that 
lack of provision. Often their bit- 
terest complaints were directed 
toward God Himself. 


A great human pastime is the 
listing of troubles, the enumerating 
of woes and the reciting of diffi- 
culties. I expect we complain most- 
ly about people. This world is 
crowded with two billion persons. 
Each is an individual with a per- 
sonal way of looking at things. 
Especially in the Western world 
men are encouraged to think for 
themselves and to express their 
private judgments.

Both Parties Leery 
Of the ’°58 Elections 


WASHINGTON—Both the Democratic Party 
and the Republican Party appear to be preparing 
for the oncoming congressional elections confident 


that the odds are against them. This sounds paradgxical but the truth 
is that a good pessimistic case can be made for both sides. 


“You can get a feeling for the 


devastating size of the Repub- 
lican presidential victory only 
when you look at some of the 
detailed voting results which do 
not come out until months after 
the election—such revealing de- 
tails as these: 

The Democratic presidential 
ticket won in only 918 counties 
out of a national total of 3,068 
and only 155 of these counties 
were outside the South. 

The 1956 Republican vote 
topped 1952 in 32 states. Of the 
16 states in which the Democrats 
improved’ their percentage of the 
presidential vote, only one — 


Michigan—lay east of the Mis- 


Sissippi. 

All of this, of course, leaves 
the Republicans with the agoniz- 
ing question: If they can’t win 
Congress when the Democratic 
presidential ticket is being 
ploughed under in this manner, 
what chance have they got next 
fall when the presidency is not 
at stake? ee 

But the Democrats are wring- 
ing their hands, too, and they 
can cite evidence to justify their 
tears. To banish wishful thinking 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee has circulated to Demo- 
cratic members of Congress a 
study which doesn’t spare the 
bad news. 

It warms against being enam- 
ored with the talk of ‘‘basic par- 
ty strength’’ as evidenced in the 
congressional victory and points 
to several factors indicating that

Democfatic Party strength may 
be declining. 


Although Democratic candi- 
dates for Congress did better 
last fall than they did in 1952, 
they did worse than they did in 
1954. The Democratic Party got 
52.6 per cent of the congression- 
al vote in 1954, only 513 last 
fall. 

There are 20 so-called “‘swing 
states,” that is, states which 
pretty regularly move from party 
to party. Of the 314 congression- 
al seats in this contested territory 
the Democrats won only 145 in 
1956. 

At this point the Democratic 
researchers come to their most 
painful finding—the steady and 
sharp decline in urban support 
for the party in the past decade. 

In the 20 critical ‘‘swing states’’ 
the Democrats last fall won a 
majority of the presidential vote 
in only 16 of the 118 most popu- 
lous counties: In 1952 they won 
30, in 1948 they won 83 and in 
1944 they won 80 of the 118 most 
populous counties. 

The reason this development 
scares the Democratic leaders 
is that it means that bloc-voting 
is passing from the American 
political scene and the Demo- 
cratic Party has been the largest 
beneficiary of bloc-yoting from 
1932 to 1948—the urban labor vote, 
the farm vote, the Southern vote. 

This seems to me a good thing 
because it means that large 
groups of Americans are voting 
for objectives larger than their 
immediate interest.

NEW YORK, March 17 (#—It took from Thanksgiving to St. 
Patrick’s Day to do it, but the National Collegiate Athletic Assn. 
has set up what’s certain to be a roof-raising basketball party at 
Kansas City’s Municipal Auditorium next Friday and Saturday. 

There’s a semifinal lineup for the NCAA’s championship tour- 
nament that couldn’t have been better from a billing standpoint 
had the collegiate fathers hand-picked the representatives. 

They’ve got unbeaten North Carolina, the nation’s No. 1 team 
and, after Saturday’s 67-58 defeat of Syracuse, holder of the all- 
time, one season collegiate record of 30 straight victories. There’s 
Kansas, rated next best to the Tar Heels in the nationwide Associ- 
ated Press balloting. There’s Michigan State, a team that’s been 
sizzling since the mid-term break. There’s San Francisco, NCAA 
champion the last two seasons and rebuilt by Phil Woolpert into 
a challenger this year despite the graduation of Bill Russell and 
K. C. Jones. 

If that weren’t enough to fill the auditorium’s nooks and 
crannies, there’s a provocative rhubarb over whether the great 
Kansas sophomore, All-America Wilt (The Stilt) Chamberlain, 
has been receiving preferential treatment from game officials. 

The four—and the rhubarb over Wilt—are carryovers from 


Saturday finals at Philadelphia, Lexington, Ky., Dallas and Cor- 
vallis, Ore., that wound up the regional phase of the post-season 
NCAA championship tourney. 

The other season’s-end competition, the National Invitation 
Tournament at New York, moves into its quarterfinal stage 
Monday after a crowd-pleasing first round that produced victories 
by Memphis State, St. Bonaventure, Xavier of Ohio, and Dayton. 

Weekend play closed out the two national small college tour- 
naments, Tennessee State of Nashville winning the NAIA title at 
Kansas City Saturday after Wheaton College of Illinois had be- 
come the first NCAA “‘little school’”’ champ at Evansville, Ind., 
Friday. 

North Carolina, which seems always to find the solution in the 
clutch, turned to the foul line to defeat Syracuse in the Philadel- 
phia regidénal of the NCAA tourney. The Tar Heels, with All- 
America Lennie Rosenbluth scoring 23 points and team general 
Tommy Kearns 22, hit on 33 free throws to more than overbal- 
ance Syracuse’s 24-17 edge from the field.

Accompanying these pictures is an appealing account of the 
fine old building’s construction and what is meant to the stu- 


dents at Tuskegee, written by Andrew W. Walker in the school 


paper. 


The building was designed in 1895 by a man named Robert | 


Taylor, who planned that it should be in the shape of a Greek 
Cross with its semi-trusses bound together with steel strips to 
give added height to the ceiling. 


‘Bricks were hand-made and drawn to the gite via horse. 
cart,” continued the article in the paper. “Stones were hewed 
with hand tools and rolled into position. Heavy beams went up 


by way of rope and pulley. After four years of sweat and toil,
